That was back in 1915 when the 
company was sending out three boats each season — the Manitou, 
Missouri and Illinois. 


Along about then you could relax on deck with a good 5c Michigan-. 


der cigar. You never heard of a Michigander cigar? Heavens! They 
were,made in East Jordan and sold throughout Charlevoix county. 


In those days if you did not want to take the longer trip you 
_could’ check-aboard the Steamer Hum and travel from East Jor- 
dan to Charlevoix or Boyne City. The Hum was owned by a woman. 
Mrs. George Jepson. 


Some people would rather take boat trips because automobile 
tires were sky high. A good Fisk tire sold for $48.00, Although auto- 
mobiles themselves were rock bottom. 

Northern Automobile Company of East Jordan was selling brand 
new Ford touring cars for $360.00. 


It was along about then, too, that Benjamin Brown, of Charle- 
voix was selling a nice Overland car, Model 4. No price listed. 


“The Biggest, Best, Business Store” in Charlevoix county was 
Wolfson & Co., of Boyne City. How de we know? They said so them 
selves. 5 

McCool’s welvet ice cream was tops in those days, even though 
people didn’t eat it in the wintertime. It was made in East Jordan. 

Along about that time Marie Mortensen was telling everybody that 
Wolverine Hotel, Boyne City, was finest in the north. East Jordan 
Cooperative Company was grossing $157,000 a year on potato sales; 
and the Eagle Shoe store was doing a land office business shodding 
people in Boyne City. Channing E. Chase was head man. 


It was then, too, that L. A. Moon was bidding you welcome to 
the New Palace Theatre in Charlevoix. : 


Those_were the days when people took their lunches and stayed 
all day at the Charlevoix county fair. 

No talking pictures, no radios, no TV, no jazzed-up automobiles, 
few flying machines no streamlined busses and no rapid traveling 
trains. 


The good old days when nobody had nothing whatsoever at all. 
They didn’t know what they didn’t have and it didn’t hurt them. 


Discontent was less general all-around save for one or two things. 

Young girls were getting more an more into office work and the 
boys were eyeing those brand new Ford cars. Most parents were. suf- 
fering various stages of shock wondering where the younger gener- 
‘ation was headed.

Never Again 


Northern Michigan residents more than 37 years old are ex- 
tremely fortunate to have lived through the month of October, 1918. 
During those 80 days. Charlevoix county experienced the worst 
siege of illness on record. 
Death became a common occurance during the month! Funerals 
were held daily. | 
. And all Charlevoix county was in a continual state of exhaustion, 
fear and mourning. ; ; ; : ; 
The dreaded influenza was sweeping across the area with deadly 
accuracy. 
Northern Michigan residents battled the. flu 24 hours a day for 
four weeks as the disease continued to spread and take its toll. ; 
More than 20 people died in East Jordan during the month. And 
Boyne City and Petoskey were hit even more seriously. 


The City of Charlevoix, which was said to-be less affected than 
Es: became greatly alarmed. No visitor was allowed to enter the 
city. : ; 

Rural areas were at a loss to combat the deadly flu. 

As the disease spread each community issued orders that prevented 
public assembly of any kind. The law affected churches, stores, 
schools, theaters and street gatherings. 

Neighbors could not visit one another. : 

Between 200 and 300 cases of the flu were reported in the East 
Jordan area alone. Doctors worked until exhausted. Men and women 
exposed themselves to the disease to care for the sick and dying. 

Funeral services were strictly private throughout the north. 
Police refused any funeral procession to pass through town. 

Twenty new cases and two deaths were reported in a single day in 
Boyne City. i 

Hit seriously throughout the city, Petoskey police allowed only one 
customer at a time to each clerk in local stores. 

The situation became so serious at Boyne City, as new deaths were 
reported daily, that State Medical Examiner Hall, who was working 
in Petoskey, rushed to help Boyne City doctors. 

After the cities ordered no public gatherings of any kind, Michi- 
gan’s Governor Sleeper passed an executive order closing all pub- 
lic places for the duration of the siege. 

So alarmed was Charlevoix that the Board of Health passed the 
following order: : ° 

“This is to notify persons from surrounding towns where influ- 
enza prevails that the city of Charlevoix is quaranteed against such 
places and that persons from such places are prohibited from stop- 
ping at Charlevoix. Watchmen have been placed at the entrances to 
the city to enforce this order.” , 
__The state and federal government were issuing daily bulletins of 
advice on fighting the flu. ; 

When Petoskey residents thought they could see the end of the 
seige they relaxed their vigil and visited neighbors, 

Pi move spread the disease anew and it became worse.

The Governor’s order which just about stopped all city movement 
of foot traffic was nearly martial law. It lasted three weeks, altho 
some cities continued it for four weeks, — 

That was 37 years ago—October, 1918. An extremely dark au- 
tumn for the north country. 

Since then medical science and improved health standards have 
prevented any such horrible siege against the populace, 


And when the great threat had passed and the cities were opened . 


to the public again, the end of World War I was gladdening their 
hearts. The. big rush of new events began to erase much of the sor- 
row and suffering and living became more tolerable. 
But the men of medicine never forgot. And because of their 
never ending search to conquer disease, a reoccurance of October, 
1918 is highly unlikely in our modern times.

While the U. S. as a whole 
has 83 telephones for every 100 
people, the world average is 
only about four. 

What do we American’s talk 


about, anyway? Especially dur- 


ing those 63,855,600,000 calls 
made in the U. S. last year. They 
were made over our 94,500,000 
telephones. That’s more . than 
half the telephones in the world. 

So you can see how busy our 
telephone operators will be this 
Christmas. And none of this bus- 
iness about, “Hello, Central, give 
me Santa Claus.”

For 90 minutes one morning 
this week in St. Michael’s Schuie 
in Bad Godesberg 36 inquisitive 


14-year old German school chil- 


dren bombarded me with these 
and a hundred other questions 
about America. Herr Mathias 
Bonani, my landlord and princi- 
pal of this Catholic VolksschuJe 
(grade school), thought it would 
be a treat for his eighth grade 
class to meet his American room- 
er. 

It turned out to be a treat for 


me. 
Although these students daily — 


rub shoulders with. Americans 
coming and going from Ameri- 
ca’s diplomatic colony of 3,000 
on the southwest side of Bad 
Godesberg. the busy and mainly 
non-German speaking diplomats 
and their femilies have little 


_ contact with their German neigh- 


bors; and the stvdents pounced 
upon me as though I were a man 
from Mars, 


Herr Bonani introduceld me 
as “an American straight from 
the United States who knows 
all about America.” I thought 
I did until the questions start- 
ed. But the first one, “How 
many square miles in Ameri-

_ca?” left me answerless. For- 

tunately Rector Bonani came 
to the rescue with a satisfying, 
if somewhat evasive, answer: 
“Thirty-five times larger than 
Germany!’ 


After the first inquiry had 
warmed the students to their op- 
portunity, the questions burst 
forth .like logs breaking loose 
from a long pent-up log jam. 

Asked-a blond,haired, freckle 
faced German boy, “Do all Am- 
ericans always wear loud, many- 
colored ties?” 

Yes,” explained a classmate 
before I had a chance to res- 
pond, “because. Americans have 
to compensate in some way for 
their drab landscape.” 

“That’s not true,” corrected 
the boy sitting across the table. 


““Jn fact,” he continued, “you 


name it;: America’s got it. She 
has mountains to match the Alps, 
rivers wider and longer than the 
Rhine, beaches as inviting as the 
Riviera. the snow of Norway and 
the warm sunshine of Spain. Am- 
erica,” he sivhed wistfully, “she 
has everything!”

automobile and that many high 
school students drive to school in 
their own. cars. When Herr Bon- 
ani added that some schools 
“even have parking lots for stu- 
dents’ cars,” the students wig- 
gled and buzzed unable to con- 
tain their astonished wonder. 


Hollywood, New York’s 
skyscrapers, and cowboys and 
Indians had particularly cap- 
tured ther young imaginat- 
ions. With Hollywood probab- 
ly his primary source of in- 
formation one student asked 
quite seriously if it were safe 
to drive with the car windows 
down in Chicago because of 
the gangsters roaming the 
streets. Z 


Another students hearing that 
I had dined atop the Empire 


-State Building and having read 


that the world’s tallest building 
sways slightly with the- wind, 
asked if, when the wind wus 
strong, soup slopped over the 
bowls like on ships in a rolling 
sea. 

-Though there were: many of 
these amusing queries, others 


were fresh and pentrating and 


reflected so keen a curiousity 
about America that it was some- 
what evasively that I answered 
the lad who asked, “Are Am- 
ericans as anxious to learn about 
Germany as we are to learn ab- 
out America?” 


Taking a tip from Robert 
Burns who wrote “Aye for 
the gift to see ourselves as 
others see us,” I asked the 
class to answer one of my 
questions. “What did they like 
best and what did they like 
least about America?” The an- 
swers, coming from children 
who are refreshingly, yet de- 
vastatingly frank, were an ed- 
ucation. 


“America dropped the atom 
bomb on Hiroshima ... the way 
negroes are treated... we Ger- 
mans can no longer find a new 
life in the land of the free be- 
cause of unreasonable immigra- 
tion laws... the high divorce 
gate... the number of automo- 
bile accidents ... the high num- 
ber of women club meetings 30 
that the men have to get.up in 
the morning and make break- 
fast.” These were what the stu- 
dents didn’t like. 

Mostly the students tended to 
criticize what they felt to be 
America’s over-emphasis on the 
material. One student expressed 
it pictorially: ‘In America great 
buildings: dwarf small churches; 
in Germany great churches 
dwarf small buildings,” 

What.the students liked rang- 
ed from the sublime to the ridi- 
culous. Many and varied were 
the answers.

That’s what I like best 
about America.”

Deer, pheasants, rabbits 
and waterfowl offered excel- 


- lent hunting during 1955. An 


army of 420,000 firearm deer 
hunters bagged 68,000 bucks 
—9,000 more than in 1954. 
Some 130,000 waterfowl hun- 
ters enjoyed a 70-day season, 
15 days longer than 1954. 
Pheasants and rabbits were es- 


pecially abundant for the 
state’s 750,000. small game 
hunters. 


Forestry projects were em- 
phasized, too, as Michigan con- 
tinued.to step up its forest use 
operations.

Once you- have your outdoor 
Christmas lights up and your 
house in its Christmas dress, get 
cut your camera and take a pic- 
ture of it. 

Many amateur box camera 
fans have-taken excellent shots 
of their lighted decorations by 
following a few simple tips from 
General Electric photographic 
specialists. For best results, be 
sure to follow these suggestions 
carefully. 

First and most important, use 
a tripod—a good heavy one. Pic- 
tures of this sort are almost al- 
ways disappointing if snapshot 
shutter speeds are used. If your 
tripod is not rigid, slight camera 
motion might result during the 
time exposure. ; 

Using Super XX or any of the 
fast films, experts suggest a time 
exposure of about ten seconds. 
If you start shooting just after 
sundown, you will get a consider- 
able amount of detail of build- 


' ings and surroundings with th 


decorative lights lit. : 

A half hour after sundown 
you will still have some glow in 
the sky and your biulding will he 
silhouetted against the sky show- 
ing its outline, although there 
will be quite a bit less detail in 
the front of the structure. 

It is not necessary to quit 
working up until the time it, is 
Actually dark, except that each 
time it gets perceptibly darker, 
double and then re-double the 
leneth of your exposure. 

This exposure information is 
based on the use of a box camera 
or a camera with a diaphragm 
adjustment set at F-16 or even 
F-22. Whenever you are in doubt 
as to the correct exposure for a 
picture of this sort, always per- 
fer to make the exposure too 
lone rather than too short. 

If vour camera is firmly an- 
chored on a trivod or resting on 
som2 heavy. obiect such as a 
stone fence. vour pictures will bo 
sharp and clear. Avoid takine 
pictures. of outdoor lichtine 
when there is a strong breeze 
because the lights themselves 
may move end sway and will an- 
pear in your viecture as streaks 
rather than points.

Join Together 


In Holy Praise 
As the angels sang on that 


first Christmas night, so will 
there be singing in the village 


of Bethlehem in this year of. 


1955. 

Bethlehem caroling is in many 
languages. An Arab choir wii 
join with the voices of tourists 
and pilgrims in a simple outdoor 
service. In a grotto which mignt 
have been the sheepfold for the 
watching shepherds, the Christ- 
mas story will be read from the 
Gospel of St. Luke. 

The stone buildings and chur- 
ches of Bethlehem will be filled 
with’ thousands of pilgrims who 
have journeyed here for a Ponti- 
fical Mass at midnight in St. 
Catherine’s Chapel and the pro- 
cession which later leads down 
a flight of stone stairs to the 


grotto beneath the Church of the. 


Nativity. 

According to tradition, nearly 
2,000 years old, the grotto is the 
site of the stable where Jesus 
was born when Joseph and Mary 
could find no room at the inn. 

During the ceremony an in- 
fant figure of Christ is placed 
first on a silver star,-then in a 
manger in a wooden crib where 
it will remain until the feast of 
Epiphany. 

On both sides of the Isreal- 
Jordan border, a short distance 
from Bethlehem, tent cities are 
set up to facilitate border cross- 
‘ing formalities for almost 2,000 
Christmas living in Isreal and 
temporary Christian residents of 
Isreal traveling to Bethlehem for 
Christmas. The ; formalities de 
not take much time. In one tent. 
pilgrims get stamps for their 
permits; in another their luggage 
is checked; finally their money is 
changed. : 

Then they cross the border, 
Bethlehem-bound. just as wes 
Mary and Joseph on a similar 
night lone. long ago, and just as 
are fervent travelers from al! 
parts of the world in this year of 
1955. 


Outdoor Lights 
Started In 
Small Towns 


Today nearly every commun- 
ity in the land has some kind of 
outdoor Christmas decorations 


and in nearly every big city you. 


can find two or three spectagular 
displays. ‘ 

It was a small town that first 
-came up with the idea of lighting

A Precious Gift 


It was Christmas in the village of Trenton. Snow-covcred rooftops 
gleamed white in the pale moonlight and the night echoed with the 
boisterous song of Hessian Mercenaries celebrating the season of 
peace on earth—celebrating with greater spirit than. wisdom. Christ- 


mas trees, first fo be-seen in America, dangled tinsel and toys. The - 


cobbled streets wére alive with laughter. 
Across the Delaware things were not so merry. Especially did this 


, holiday season of 1776 find little merriment among the soldiers of 


‘ne Con‘inental Army, under command of George Washington, spen- 
ding the icy Christmas. on the frozen hills of Pennsylvania overlook- 
ing “the Delaware. 

In almost constant retreat since his loss to Lord Howe in the batt] 
sf Loag Island, Washington was in a desperate situation. Supplie: 
were almost gone. The new year would end the enlistment period 
for many of his tattered soldiers. England had already promised to 
pardon all who had taken up arms against the Crown if they would 
seturn peaceably to their homes. Washington knew he. must taste 
victory: now or never. 

By lantern light, he loaded 2,400 men, 18 cannon, ammunition. 
and horses into ‘flat- bottom boats. With lanterns extinguished, the 
boats began to make slow progress, across the river that was clogged 
with floating ice blocks. 

When the church clock -at Neenton struck 7 a.m. a young Ameri- 
ean officer named Alexander Hamilton 1ooked down upon the town 
“rom a high hill where he had managed to set up his artillery. Wash-: 
inzton gave the signal and the rumble of the cannon echoed prover 
the silent streets of Trenton. 

Caught completely by surprise, the Hessian soldiers flung away 
their guns and swords and fled for their lives. As the Hessian com- 
mander lay dying from a bullet wound, he directed an aide to read 
a message he had received the night before but had not opened. It 
warned him of Washington’s impending attack. 


The village of Trenton and 1,000 prisoners were Washington's 
prizes. He probably could not forsee at the time that he had given 
his nation a great Christmas present. His daring attack and surpris- 
ing victory laid the foundation of independence upon which the na- 
tion still grows and prospers.

Christmas Bells... 
The progress of Christianity — and our civilization as well — ha- 
beén accompanied by the far-reaching message of the bells -— bellr 


that.call the reverent to worship, that herald the approach of a holi- 
day or commemorate a great or blessed event. 


But, particularly at Christmastime is the message of the bells 
most effective. From the echoing ring of the bell in a small mission 
church to the resounding peal that comes forth from massive cathe- 
dral towers, the bells tell of joy and peace and call to the world +o 
come and adore. : 

Older themselves than the story they tell at Christmas, bells were 
first used to sound the alarm in fire or tumult. Rich burghers jeal- 
ously guarded their bells’and used them to rally their followers 
when danger threatened. 

Bishop Palinas of Nola in southern Italy is commonly credited 
with introducing the first church bells about 431 A: D. when he put 
up a hugé.cooper kettle on the roof of his church and struck it with 
a hammer. Before that, a erier had announced services: by running 
through the streets ringing a hand bell. 

From Italy, the idea spread to France and thence to England. No* 
until the. 11th Century did bells appear in the towers of German and 
Swiss churches.. Competition among bell casters develoned the bells 
in size, quality of tone and beauty. A founder had to be a metalurgist 
designer and. musician as well. The race for bigger and better bells 
went on until a bell.was cast in Russia that proved to be too heavy 


for machinery to lift into place.

True Origin Of 
Christmas Tree 


Is Not Known 


Like so many other Christmas 
customs, the origin of the tree 
tradition is not definitely known. 


One theory holds that the 8th 
century missionary Boniface 
persuaded the Teutons to trans- 
fer their worship of Odin’s:sa- 
cred oak to an evergreen decor- 
ated in honor of the Christ child. 

Popular legend has it that the 
first Christmas tree originated 
in Egypt where the first trees 
used were palm trees. Another 
story says that Martin Luther 
decorated a tree with candles to 
simulate an evergreen shimmer- 
ing with starlit snow. 

We do know the Germans did 
much to popularize the use of 
Christmas trees, introducing 
them into both England and Am- 
erica. The German Prince Al- 
bert, consort of Queen Victoria, 
started the custom in England 
when he had a tree for his young 
daughter. The tradition crossed 


the Atlantic with Hessian mer- . 


cenaries during the American 
Revolution.

Big Business 


While the sale of Christmas 
trees to the consumer is conduc- 
ted entirely in the few weeks 
just prior to Christmas, the har- 
vesting, processing and shipping 
of the trees may begin as much 
as three months before Christ- 
mas. 

Approximately 25% of the re- 
tail price of a Christmas tree is 
the stumpage price; trees retail- 
ing for about 25 cents per lin- 
eal foot will be worth about & 
cents on the stump and could 
wholesale for from 10 cents to 
15 cents per lineal foot. Total 
number of trees! distributed in 
the United States is about 30,- 
000,000. , 


There are at least 10 import- 
ant Christmas tree associations 
and groups representing the in- 
dustry in the United States and 
approximately 5,000 individuals 
and firms are registered as re- 
tailers and wholesalers.of Christ- 
mas trees in the United States. 


Our Christmas 
Greens Follow 
Ancient Custom 


The evergreen bough, mistle- 
toe and holly used as Christmas 
decorations have been. associa- 
ted with ceremony and curious 
custom for thousands of years. 

Ancient Romans raised an ev- 
ergreen branch at the. December 
festival of Saturnalia, honoring 
the god of sowing. 


Long before the Christian era, 
Teutons and. Scandinavians held 
the mistletoe sacred and hung it 
over their doorways as charms. 
They also worshipped the oak 
and their priestly Druids brought 
in a great Yule log at the feast 
of the winter solstice and light- 
ed it from a brand of the log 
of the year before. 

In parts of Europe the first 
trees used for Christmas decora- 
tions were dormant branches of 
fruit trees. They were brought 
indoors several weeks — before. 
Christmas and forced into bloom 
by Christmas time. Holly, the 
subject of many superstitions, 
was also used because its prick- 
ly leaves were thought to repre- 
sent the Saviour’s crown and its 
red berries. drops of blood. 

In parts of Sicily an olive tree 
is decorated today with oranges. 
In some countries flowers are 
used instead of evergreens, in 
keeping with a story told al! 
over medieval Europe that on 
the nicht of the Nativity the 
trees of the forest, though cloak- 
ed in ice and snow, burst into 
bloom and bore, fruit.
